CHINESE FORTIFY POSITIONS 
A cce p t Draft Convention as 
B asis Disarm am ent Debate 


BRITISH DELEGATE 
MAKES PROPOSAL AT

League of Nations w as accepted by 
the principal powers today a!? a fram e­ 
w ork or basis for discussion in the 
w ork of the world arm s conference. 
The proposal was m ade by Sir John 
Simon, British foreign secretary, at. 
th e first m eeting of the general com ­ 
mission of the conference, held today. 
I t was indorsed by the United States, 
F rance, G erm any and Italy. 
The convention contains some CO a r­ 
ticles, of which only ll, all dealing 
w ith the “m ethod” of un d ertak in g the 
problem of disarm am ent, have so fa r 
been accepted by the m a j o r i t y of the 
nations. 
Simon supported the convention as 
a “fram ew ork” w ith full liberty for 
an y delegation to present am endm ents 
and counter-propositions. 
“We spent five years of strenuous 
w ork p reparing the convention,” he 
com m ented. 
A ndre Tardieu, of France, who con­ 
ferred this m orning w ith Rudolph Na- 
dolny, of Germany, supported Simon. 
The F ren ch and G erm ans w ere u n d er­ 
stood to have reached a com prom ise 
before the meeting, u n d er which the 
G erm an d isarm am ent plan will be con­ 
sidered as an am endm ent an d not a 
counter-proposition. 
H u g h Gibson, of the United States, 
also suported Simon, but added, “This 
does nopt imply th a t we accept the 
d raft convention.” 
M axim Litvinoff, of Russia, asked 
the commission first to vote on the 
Soviet proposal for complete disarm ­ 
am ent. 
“L et us get to w ork as soon as pos­ 
sible,” he said. 
O utsiders in the press section hissed 
and applauded w hen Tardieu jum ped 
to his feet and replied: 
“The draft convention m ust come 
first.” 
N adolny announced G erm any would 
accept the conventino as a basis, de­ 
spite h er earlier rejection, provided 
the G erm an proposals be considered 
and discussed on the sam e ‘status. 
Italy also supported Simon.

CONGRESSIONAL ECONOMY PRO­ 
GRAM LOPS O FF 22 MILLIONS

Two 
mon* governm ent departm ents fell the 
axe of congressional economy today. 
The house appropriations com mittee 
reported an annual supply bill for the 
treasury and post office departm ents 
$44,688,327 less than cur tent ap propri­ 
ations. 
A total appropriation of $1,159,898,- 
5G3 is carried in the measure, $22,000,- 
000 less than the budget estim ates sub­ 
m itted by President Hoover. Of this 
am ount, $805,586,575 is allocated to the 
post office and $254,311,988 to the treas­ 
ury. 
In addition to these annual appro­ 
priations recommended by the com­ 
mittee, the treasury and post office 
departm ents in the next fiscal yeat 
will expend $1,161,687,917 as '‘perm a­ 
nent 
and 
indefinite 
appropriation.” 
This sum represents an increase of 
more than $118,000,000 over expendi­ 
tures from these funds in the present 
fiscal year, largely accounted for by 
the w ar debt m oratotium , increased 
interest on public debts and increased 
paym ents necessary for Hie treasury 
sinking fund. 
Budget 
recom m endations 
for

penses of the customs service were 
out $350,000; coast guard funds were 
slashed $905,OOO under the budget and 
more than $4,000,000 lintier appropria­ 
tions for the current fiscal year. 
Public health service appropriations 
wore cut $186,000 below the budget, 
and the bureau of narcotics was a l­ 
lowed $83,528 less than current expert 
(lit ut cs. 
Major economies in the post office 
departm ent were effected by $3,000,000 
decrease under budget estim ates for 
paym ents for mail transportation by 
railroads anti messenger routes.

The parliam entary fiasco cam e last 
night after a long cat-and-dog fight in 
which hte “w et bloc" m arshalled the 
largest vote, 103, since prohibition be­ 
cam e effective. By a vote of 132 to 103, 
drys defeated an am endm ent to the 
justice departm ent appropriation bill, 
offered by Rep. Schafer, Rep., WU*., 
the 
bl g-c hested, 
bull-voiced 
former 
railroad engineer, which would have 
permitted the use of any funds for 
wire-tapping by prohibition agents. 
Schafer then tried to get a record 
vote by m oving to send the bill back

^Chicago’s desperate fight to avoid bankruptcy and you have a vivid 
picture of the efficacy of the city manager form of government, 
it 
has not been so many years ago that Cincinnati, much like chicago of 
today, was harassed by a politically ruled city which means graft, high 
taxation and inadequate improvements. 
Conditions in Cincinnati in those dark years brought about the 
establishment of the city manager form of government. 
Far-sighted 
men of both political parties banded together to bring the city manager 
plan to realization and it was due to their efforts that Cincinnati today 
enjoys its present high place in the list of American cities. 
Cincinnati has compiled an unusual record under the manager 
form. 
Figures testifying to this fact are herewith given by the em- j 
cinnati correspondent of the.New f ork limes: 
The city has reduced its net bonded indebtedness $1,740,000 
although it has been rebuilt with new streets, boulevards, sewers, via­ 
ducts, public buildings and playgrounds; it has reduced .he tax rate 
appreciably in spite of many added city services and the addition of 
new municipal departments; it has kept out criminal gangs and is re­ 
markably free from organized crime; it leads other cities in handling 
the unemployment problem—President Hoover’s Federal committee 
on emergency relief adopted the ‘'Cincinnati Plan,’ as a standard for 
the United States; it has the lowest fire loss record of any large city 
in the country; it has lowered water rates, saving consumers $^00,JOO 
annually; it has lower electric light rates, saving consumers $750,000 ( 
annually; the City Council has passed an ordinance lowering the gas 
rate which when in effect will save consumers $1,750,000; it has 
built two incinerators and now collects the garbage, formally done by | 
private contract. 
Many other minor improvements also have been j 
made. 
Consider this with the rotten political management of Chicago, j 
It paid its business manager, Colonel Clarence 0. Sherd!, a ! 
salary of $25,000. 
He resigned july 30, 1930, to accept the posi- j 
tion of vice president of chain grocery stores at $40,000.

ing the good business record.

ship im municipal affairs, and the retirement of the political grafters.

It's a lot easier to get things straight if we transpose the wiole 
thing to the United States. 
Imagine that Shanghai is New York City, and that some Euro­ 
pean power— England, say, just for the sake of the illustration— oc­ 
cupies the position of Japan, while America plays the part of China. 
All along the wharves of New York’s waterfront lies hundreds 
of thousands of dollars’ worth of British goods which New York mer­ 
chants won’t accept and New York customers wouldn’t buy if they did. 
Angered at this boycott, the British have sent a powerful fleet which 
lies in New York harbor ready to act. 
All of New England, meanwhile, has been seized by the British 
army* and mayors and governors have been put into office who will 
support the British pow er. 
Manhattan Island is a foreign concession, ruled jointly by the 
French, English, Italian and Russian consuls, each backed by a capable 
military force. 
The English cannot well co-operate there, but they 
can seize Brooklyn and Jersey City and ihus get control of the New 
fork area. 
So they shell these two points and land murines and 
iailors to “mop up” in Brooklyn.
